In part The M ercury 'thinks this criticism, 
is well founded, but we also think that it is 
missing one crucial point of the offensive. 
To the critics the whole effort of LBJ's 
sending representatives to m any of the capi­ 
tals in the world is a sham e. 
"It's a m iserable propaganda trick 
to play on the American people’s hope," 
the 
critics 
say. 
“ President 
Johnson 
knows that neither Hanoi nor Red China 
is anywhere near ready even to consider 
talking about negotiations. 
“ As a result, all Johnson is trying to do 
by this peace move is to be able to put him ­ 
self in the position w here he can say that he 
tried for peace, the North Vietnamese and 
Red China would not m eet his attem pt, and, 
as a result, he has no choice but to expand 
the war.** 
Certainly there is some m erit to this argu­ 
ment. It not only sounds logical, but it goes 
right along with everything that is reported 
about the present North Vietnamese and 
Chinese attitude. 
To our way of thinking, however, the one 
factor the critics overlook is the secondary 
effects that may result from this country’s 
“ oeace offensive.” That is. we can bet that 
L B J’s action will not substantially change 
either the North Vietnam ese or Red Chinese 
leaders’ minds. In fact, to meet our peace 
probes would be to lose face for the Asians. 
Yet. the point overlooked is that it is not 
the effects of this prim ary presidential move 
that may bring out the offensive. 
As w*e see it, the effect will come from 
the secondary reaction of the non-aligned 
nations. China and North Viet Nam do not 
care about us, and, at this tim e, they don’t 
have to. But they are aw are — particularly 
China — that 'they cannot achieve world 
control, let alone become the world power 
they wish to be, without having allies, p ar­ 
tícula rlv the non-aligned powers of Africa 
and Asia. 
It is then the reaction of these very pow­ 
ers who are interested by Am erica’s peace 
probes and in crea, singly angered by China’s 
and North Viet N am ’s total indifference to 
even talking about it, which, in our opinion, 
is the only small hope the "peace offensive” 
of Lyndon Johnson has of being amvthing 
other than a very poor propaganda trick. 


Only One Hope 
CALL by Sen. E verett Dirksen of 
Illinois for the "w ar haw ks” to hold off 
on their suggestion that 'the United States 
expand the Viet Nam war and heavily bomb 
Hanoi is not nearly as sim ple as it appears. 
Dirksen rightly points out that if we 
bomb Hanoi the Viet Cong and North 
Vietnam ese will bomb Saigon and the 
rhamtel to Saigon harbor — the one m a­ 
jor supply link for the mountain of in­ 
coming supplies from the United States. 
Yet, as im portant and right as this 
warning from the senator is, there is some­ 
thing even more basic to be considered. 
Dirksen says we should rem em ber that 
"this is not our w ar.” He points out that 
we, the United States, are m erely helping the 
Vietnam ese. He says to expand the w ar 
would be to involve the United States in a 
w ar effort that, because of its very size, 
would have to be totally this country's bat­ 
tle. 
The M ercury can't help but take exception 
to the senator. Viet. Nam. is already our war, 
and though we fervently hope that it does 
not expand, as does the Senate minority 
leader, it is folly to suggest that we are not 
fighting the battle as our own, right now. 
If the m inority leader had wanted to put 
the upcoming congressional battle into prop­ 
e r light, he should have concentrated, solely 
on w hether or not we should expand the war. 
Basic to that discussion is the question of 
w hether we can win the battle — of any size 
— by ourselves. 
At this point it would seem that the 
best we can hope for is a draw. 
W hat is needed now is for us to adm it 
that the w ar is ours; and, along with this, 
for many of the other nations of the world 
to see that our peace offers have fallen on 
deal ears. 
Then, if the other nations will actively 
join us in the w ar — since neither the North 
Vietnamese nor the Red Chinese will talk 
of peace — 'perhaps Hanoi and Peking will 
see fit to change their thinking to avoid 
fighting a unified world effort against them . 
This is our only hope. It is the only 
hope from the adm inistration’s "peace 
offensive.” And it Is the only way we can 
be truthful to ourselves in viewing the 
w ar. 
If the rest of the non-communist world 
will not join us, then we should prepare for 
the fact we are going to be fighting In, Viet 
N am alone, and the future is bleak — not 
impossible, but very tough.

Mansfield Offers 


Union Shop Tactic

Democratic leader Mike Mans­ 
field disclosed a new "quickie”1 
session tactic Tuesday in his ef­ 
fort to force Senate considera­ 
tion of a union shop proposal. 
The proposal, blocked by a 
filibuster, would repeal the Taft* 
Hartley 
Law’s 
section 
14B 
'which authorizes the states 'to 
outlaw union shop contracts. 
Shop contracts require all em ­ 
ployes covered to join a union, or 
pay union dues. 
For the second straight day 
Mansfield, obtained an early ad­ 
journm ent of the Senate, open­ 
ing the way for another two- 
hour 
"m orning 
hour” 
period 
Wedne.sd.ay. 
The morning hour is a tim e 
set aside by Senate rules for the 
transaction of .routine business. 
It is also a period during which 
the 
Montana 
Dem ocrat 
can 
make a nondebatable motion to 
bring the MB repealer 'before 
the Senate if he can obtain rec­ 
ognition. 
Such a motion would be sub­ 
ject to an im m ediate vote. 
Mansfield was blocked Tues­ 
day when opponents of the re­ 
pealer used, up 'the two hours by 
demanding first a quorum call 
which took 23 minutes and then 
a reading of the journal of the 
previous day. That took two 
hours and four minutes. 
* * * 
More than half of Monday’s 
journal was devoted to Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s annual budget 
message. 
Tuesday’s 
journal, 
because of the abbreviated ses­ 
sion and the absence of any 
bulky messages from the White 
House, will be much shorter. 
Opponents of the MB repeal­ 
er, led by Sen. E verett M Dirk- 
son, R-I1L, launched a filibuster 
Monday 
aimed 
at preventing 
Mansfield from bringing up the 
bill. They succeeded in an open­ 
ing skirmish last fall. 
In moving to adjourn Tues­ 
day’s 
session 
at 
12:29 
p.m , 
Mansfield said he hoped to put 
himself “ in a little more favora­ 
ble position” Wednesday. 
It then becam e apparent that 
he was trying a switch on the 
traditional tactic of trying to 
wear down a filibuster by hold­ 
ing long, sometimes round-the- 
clock sessions. 
A side effect of Mansfield’s 
strategy was to cut off senators 
planning to take the floor for 
long speeches on other subjects. 
Sen. John S. Cooper, R-Ky., 
protested that he had been wait­ 
ing, 
since 
Congress 
convened 
Jan. IQ to make some rem arks 
on Viet Nam.* * * 
Mansfielci said, he could make 
no exceptions, adding, *T have 
told the senators on my side 
what I was going to do and that 
no speeches would be possible.” 
Dirksen opposes the repealer 
bill as “ offensive legislation.” 
He said, that because Tuesday's 
Senate Journal will be skeleton­ 
ized by Mansfield’s abrupt ad­ 
journm ent motion, opponents of 
the bill “'have got to find other 
ways of chewing up tim e” for 
the first two hours of Wednes­ 
day’s session. 
He told a news conference 
that motions could be made to 
am end the journal and even the 
opening prayer, speeches could 
be made in connection with the 
introduction of bills and other 
delaying tactics invoked.

As Cows Invaded Town . . . 


Milkman Used Dipper . . .

A THIS TWO-FINGER 
typewriter 
tapper 
once drove cows through the streets of Potts­ 
town. 
Perhaps It should, be1 explained to this 
younger generation that gets its neatly pack­ 
aged food from factories that a cow is a 
factory in the fields. 
It m anufactures milk. 
In the early part of this century there 
was a stockyard to the rear of the Jefferson 
hotel, North Charlotte street and Jefferson 
avenue. 
Here cattle dealers held, periodic 
sales. 
Young boys helped 
farm ers 
drive 
their purchases through the streets of the 
town. 
The Pottstown m ilkm an of the early 1900s 
was usually a farmer who delivered the pro­ 
duct from his own dairy. He had a specially 
built horse-drawn wagon slung low so that it 
was only a short, stepout. 
In front, of him in 
the wagon were the big milk cans 
with 
a 
long-handled dipper holding a 
pint. 
With 
this he dipped the milk into small buckets 
or pitchers of his 
custom ers. 
There 
was 
usually an extra partial dip for each quart, 
like the bakers who invariably gave 13 buns 
to a, dozen. 
In the Sum m ertim e the milk 
cans hauled through the dusty streets were 
kept cool by heavy padding in an effort to 
.retain the tem perature of the icehouse or 
springhouse, . 
!i • • « 
THE 
STRICT 
sanitary 
precautions 
now thrown, around the handling of milk 
are undoubtedly a big 
factor 
in 
the 
longer life span and lower disease 
in­ 
cidence. 
Milk was very cheap. 
It Is my Im­ 
pression that it once sold for five cents 
a quart. 
But my memory is a bit foggy 
on that point since I did not 
pay 
the 
milk bills. 
Perhaps some of you other 
senior citizens can help me out. 
It is, however, clear in my mind that 
you could get, a big dipper frozen “ dew 
drop” made of skim milk for a cent. 
It 
was dished out to you on a piece of white 
paper. 
The dew drop 
wagon 
ranged 
the 
streets of the town in the early evenings. 
Twelve dippers for the price of ten were 
enough to give generous helpings to five.

Spring-Ford Tips Trojans in Overtime; Pottsgrove Wins 


Lure: Long-Term Pact, $50G Salary 
Pottstown Squanders ilOpoinl Lead; 
Otto Graham to Coach Redskins Falcons Hold 0ff Roberts Late Rally 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Washington Redskins lured Otto 
Graham back into professional 
football Tuesday, using the 
same tactics they do to sign b ig 
name college players — lots of 
money. \ 
After a decade of losers, the 
Redskins went high to sign up 
the 44 year-old former great 
Cleveland quarterback as head 
coach and general manager Hi 
aucceeds Bill McPeak, fired last 
month after five years with a 
year to go on his contract. 
To get Graham, who led 
Cleveland to six straight Nation­ 
al Football League Eastern Di­ 
vision titles and three NFL 
championships as a player, it 
took a long-term contract — five 
years or longer — a salary of 
$50,000 or more, bonuses and a 
deal that insured lifetime secu­ 
rity. 
Declined in Past 
In the past, Graham has 
turned down professional offers, 
Including the Redskins, to stick 
with his security as football 
coach at the Coast Guard Acad­ 
emy in New London, Conn, 
Now, credited with 20 years 
service, including a World War 
II Navy hitch, Graham is ex­ 
pected to retire from the Coast 
Guard and receive half pay re­ 
tirement at his rank of captain. 
Redskin President Edward 
Bennett William said after it 
was announced that Graham 
would coach Washington, anoth­ 
er NFL executive called him. 
“He said he hadn’t even 
talked to Graham because he 
thought he was impervious to a 
professional football offer,” Wil­ 
liams said, adding with a wry 
grin, ' he very nearly was.” 
McPeak Paid $37,000 
Williams said it was a richer 
deal than was ever given to any 
of the previous 14 Redskin 
coaches. McPeak received an 
estimated $37,000. 
The only other comment the 
Redskin president would make 
was that the contract wasn't for 
as long as 10 years, as had been 


reported, and that some of the 
details still were being worked 
out.In Palm Springs, Calif., where 
he is vacationing, Graham, an 
All-America at Northwestern 
University, said: 
"Quite honestly, it's one of the 
toughest decisions of my life. 
All the things I've said in the 
past are true. I had the best col­ 
lege football job in the country, 
for many reasons. 
All the Advantages 
“My job had all the advan­ 
tages of the profession and few 
disadvantages. There was no 
recruiting, no pressure.” 
In seven seasons at the Coast 
Guard Academy, Graham won 
32, lost 26. tied one. His 1963 
team was undefeated. For the 
past eight years, he has coached 
the College All-Star team in the 
annual game1 against the NFL 
champs. 
If there was no pressure at 
New London, there will be lota 
of it in Washington. 
Hoped for Titlo 
When Me Peak’s 1964 team 
came up with a 6-8 record, it 
roused the hopes of Washington 
fans for a title contender. But 
when the Redskins lost their 
first five games in 1965, the titlo 
hopes went down the drain and 
lfcPeak's job with them. 
Ironically, after the 1964 sea­ 
son. the late C. Leo de Orsey 
gave McPeak the two-year con­ 
tract so he wouldn’t have to 
worry each year about being 
fired. A year later he was fired. 
Since he has served the past 
two seasons as television ana­ 
lyst for the New York Jets of 
the American Football League 
team, Graham hasn’t seen 
Washington play. 
"He’s got a lot of movie 
watching to do,” Williams said. 
Williams said Graham "will 
have a full-time job here. That's 
why he’s taking his vacation in 
advance.” 
Graham will select his own 
assistants and will have the 
same broad authority to make 
player deals that McPeak had.
